Attorney General Hal L. Norwood, 


who instituted suit against the gravel 
company two years ago to prevent 
pollution of Bodcaw creek with waste 
matter from the gravel plant, said the 
attempt of the acting governor to re- 
lieve the company of liability for vio- 
lation of the injunction indicates that 
the company'has no intention of abid- 
ing by the court's order. 


He characterized the action as tend- 


ing to deliver the judicial functions 
into the hands of the executive de- 
partment, and said he will investigate 
the case to determine ,'fcythe company

auto has also stimulated the demand 
for sporting goods. I believe the aver- 
age hardware store sells ten times as 
much fishing tackle now as ever be- 
fore, and a great deal more hunting 
equipment. 


"Your modern hardware store is

They haven't learned the les- 
son that others have learned, that the 
unit of production is the important 
thing, that ihe cost of production and 
not alone the selling fcrice should be 
given first consideration."

should inaugurate and consistently 
foster a 10-year plan for,the Ameri- 
can farmer. I believe it will take that 
long to educate the farmer .to the 
point where he is in position to com- 
pete with others engaged in his own 
line of business and to hold his place 
in the economic structure of the na- 
tion, in competition with those who 
engage in other lines of activity."'
